To  the  Citizens  of  Oakham: 


We  are  pleased  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  reports  of  the 
several  officials,  departments  and  committees  of  the  town  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1964. 

The  Oakham  Fire  Department  has  been  chosen  as  the  prin¬ 
cipal  feature  of  this  year’s  report  as  1964  marked  the  completion 
of  payments  on  loans  for  the  fire  station  and  for  the  fire  truck 
purchased  in  1961. 

The  Department  had  its  beginning  in  1949  when  twenty  men, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Town,  and  under  the  leadership  of  Leon¬ 
ard  A.  Hardy,  organized  to  fight  fires.  Equipment  was  their  first 
need  and  during  the  year,  by  popular  subscription  and  various  mo¬ 
ney  making  projects,  they  raised  nearly  a  thousand  dollars.  One  of 
their  first  purchases  was  a  Maxim  truck  bought  from  the  Town  of 
Leicester,  on  which  they  mounted  a  pump  and  other  necessary 
items.  The  Department  became  official  in  1950  operating  under 
the  authority  of  the  General  Laws.  On  the  roster  were  the  names 
of  thirty-one  men,  of  whom  fourteen  are  still  members. 

Mr.  Hardy,  who  served  as  chief  for  seven  years,  and  Elwin 
H.  Whitman,  chief  since  1958,  deserve  much  credit  for  develop¬ 
ing  the  Department  to  its  present  degree  of  efficiency.  They,  in 
turn,  would  give  high  praise  to  their  fellow  officers,  as  well  as 
to  the  other  firemen,  for  the  uncounted  hours  they  have  contri¬ 
buted  in  answering  alarms,  building,  adapting,  and  maintaining 
equipment,  taking  training  courses,  arranging  Halloween  par¬ 
ties  for  the  children  of  the  Town,  and  conducting  biennial  auc¬ 
tions  to  raise  money  for  Department  projects. 

The  old  Maxim  was  replaced  in  1955  by  the  General  fire 
truck,  which  complete  with  equipment,  was  obtained  from  the 
United  States  Veterans’  Administration.  The  General  was  in  use 
until  April  1961,  when  the  new  truck  authorized  by  the  Town 
and  costing  $8,500  went  into  service.  The  day  of  its  arrival  was 
an  eventful  one.  The  truck  was  on  display  shortly  thereafter, 
and  again  during  the  Bicentennial  Anniversary  Celebration  in 
1962,  when,  manned  by  fire  fighters  in  dress  uniform,  it  was 
driven  in  the  Home  Days  Parade.  One  result  of  acquiring  the 
new  truck  was  that  Oakham  was  reclassified  from  “F”  to  “E” 
by  the  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association,  thus  re¬ 
ducing  insurance  costs  for  most  residents. 

Two  important  developments  took  place  in  1956.  For  many 
years  Misses  Mabel  and  Mary  Conant  had  willingly  and  efficient¬ 
ly  summoned  fire  fighters  from  their  central  switchboard.  But 
on  October  3,  the  new  dial  telephone  system  went  into  operation, 
necessitating  a  different  alarm  procedure.  At  a  cost  of  $900  voted 
by  the  Town,  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com¬ 
pany  installed  the  Red  Network  call  system,  the  firemen  setting 
up  the  siren  and  control. 

Also  in  1956  a  dream  began  to  be  realized  when,  on  Nov¬ 
ember  8,  $15,000  was  appropriated  for  a  fire  station.  The  build¬ 
ing  was  constructed  the  following  summer  by  volunteers  from 
the  Department,  under  the  supervision  of  Frank  Mucha. 

Since  its  beginning  in  1949,  the  Fire  Department  has  re¬ 
sponded  to  a  recorded  190  calls,  ranging  in  frequency  from  gras« 
and  brush,  dump,  chimney,  building,  and  motor  vehicle  fires,  to 
such  emergencies  as  pumping  cellars  and  wells,  searching  for  lost 
children,  and  operating  the  resuscitator.  One  wonders  what  losses 
of  property,  and  possibly  of  life  would  have  been  sustained, 
except  for  the  state  of  readiness  maintained  at  all  times  by  the 
Department  together  with  its  constant  emphasis  on  fire  preven¬ 
tion. 


Through  the  years  the  Department  has  insisted  on  permits 
for  outdoor  fires,  oil  burner  installations,  range  and  gas  storage, 
and  blasting.  Also  signs  of  fires  have  been  carefully  checked, 
and  home  fire  extinguishers  periodically  serviced.  As  a  part  of 
Fire  Prevention  Week,  officers  of  the  Department  have  demon¬ 
strated  fire  fighting  equipment  for  the  school  children,  and  have 
instructed  them  in  their  responsibility  for  preventing  fires. 

The  Town  Report  of  1965  gives  the  officers  of  the  Town  an 
opportunity  to  note  the  enthusiastic  financial  and  moral  support 
which  the  residents  of  the  Town  have  given  the  Fire  Department, 
to  call  attention  to  the  organization’s  excellent  record  of  per¬ 
formance,  and  the  wide  range  of  its  activities,  and  to  give  formal 
recognition  to  both  fire  fighters  and  other  citizens  for  their  con¬ 
tinuing  contribution  toward  the  protection  of  life  and  property 
in  our  Town. 

While  particular  attention  is  being  given  to  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  this  year  we  do  wish  to  recognize  the  fact  that  all  of  the 
other  departments  and  officials  have  carried  out  their  duties  in 
their  usual  fine  manner  .

The  dog  population  of  Oakham  is  increasing.  Thirty-nine 
more  dogs  were  licensed  during  the  past  year  than  in  1962,  thirty- 
three  more  than  in  1961. 

The  following  questions  and  answers  include  the  information 
on  dog  licensing  most  frequently  requested. 

When  should  dog  licenses  be  obtained? 

The  dog  year  begins  April  1,  and  dogs  should  be  licensed  by 
that  date.  In  addition,  dogs  acquired  during  the  year  should 
be  licensed  by  regular  or  transfer  licenses  within  thirty  days 
of  their  arrival  in  the  town.  Also  dogs  should  be  licensed 
whenever  they  become  three  months  of  age. 

Why  do  not  dog  owners  receive  a  bill? 

Although  the  term  tax  is  often  used,  the  payment  is  for  a 
license.  Since  bills  for  licenses  are  not  required,  the  respons¬ 
ibility  for  remembering  rests  with  owners.  However,  notices 
are  posted  in  public  places  and  newspapers  as  reminders. 

How  can  licenses  best  be  purchased?  I  never  seem  to  get  around 
to  doing  the  errand. 

The  easiest  way  is  by  mail  with  a  check  made  out  to  the 
Town  of  Oakham,  or  a  money  order  made  out  to  Town  Clerk 
of  Oakham.  Also  the  clerk  will  issue  licenses  at  any  time 
convenient  for  those  who  prefer  to  call  at  her  home. 

What  is  the  procedure  when  dogs  remain  unlicensed? 

After  the  first  of  June  the  dog  officer  reminds  owners  or 
keepers  of  dogs  by  mail,  telephone,  or  calls  at  their  homes 
that  they  should  secure  licenses.  Cooperation  is  the  usual 
result.  In  the  event  of  court  process,  a  fine  of  $15  for  failure 
to  license  a  dog  is  possible. 

What  should  I  do  about  a  stray  dog? 

Persons  having  a  stray  dog  on  their  premises  should,  within 
forty-eight  hours  notify  the  dog  officer,  who  will  endeavor  to 
return  the  animal  to  its  owner.  From  the  tag  number  or 
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description,  the  town  clerk  can  sometimes  help  to  identify 
the  dog.  Both  dog  officer  and  town  clerk  will  also  do  all  that 
is  possible  in  helping  locate  a  dog  which  has  become  lost.

The  1965  licenses  are  bright  red-orange  and  are  printed  on 
heavy  water-resistant  paper.  The  hunting  form  contains  not  only 
the  deer  tag,  but  also  a  deer  kill  coupon,  which  may  be  used  in 
making  the  required  report  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game. 
Printed  on  the  front  of  the  license,  too,  is  the  Duplicate  License 
Certificate,  which  last  year  had  to  be  written  on  the  reverse  side. 

Prices  for  1965  licenses  are  the  same  as  last  year,  but  House 
Bill  1008  proposes  to  increase  them.  The  bill,  which  has  already 
received  the  support  of  many  sportsmen’s  clubs  and  conservation 
organizations,  provides  for  the  establishment  of  a  continuing  fund 
of  approximately  $600,000  to  finance  the  purchase  of  land  for 
recreational  purposes.  About  one  half  the  amount  would  come 
from  an  increase  of  one  dollar  in  the  price  of  most  sportsmen’s 
licenses,  the  other  half  from  the  State’s  general  fund. 

James  M.  Shepard,  director  of  the  Division,  points  out  that 
the  future  of  recreation  as  well  as  the  future  of  wildlife  in  Mass¬ 
achusetts  is  threatened  unless  steps  are  taken  to  preserve  land 
and  water  areas,  which  once  lost,  can  never  be  regained;  also 
that  rising  real  estate  values  make  immediate  action  important. 

House  Bill  1005  is  a  proposal  to  sell  sportsmen’s  licenses  in 
sporting  goods  stores  and  similar  outlets,  in  addition  to  city 
and  town  clerks’  offices,  Massachusetts  being  the  only  state  to 
make  no  such  provision.

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ACTION  TAKEN  AT  TOWN  MEETINGS  DURING  1964 


Annual  Meeting  —  March  2 
Polling  Hours  12  noon  to  8  p.m. 

Business  Meeting  8  p.m. 

Votes  on  election  of  officers  have  been  omitted.  For  appro¬ 
priations  not  included,  see  department  reports.  Unless  otherwise 
stated,  votes  were  unanimous. 

Article  1 

It  was  voted  that  the  1963  Town  Reports  be  accepted  as  print¬ 
ed  and  that  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  be  given  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  the  awards  the  Town  of  Oakham  received  for 
having  the  best  1962  town  reports  in  the  contests  conducted 
by  Massachusetts  Selectmen’s  Association  and  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Council  for  Economic  Development. 

It  was  also  voted  that  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  be  given  our 
senior  selectman,  who  is  leaving  the  Board  after  fifteen 
years  of  service  to  the  Town  —  John  P.  O’Donnell. 

Article  2 

It  was  voted  that  the  article  be  passed  over  to  allow  time  for 
the  counting  of  votes.  Following  action  on  Article  26,  the 
moderator  declared  a  recess  until  the  counting  on  contests 
could  be  completed.  After  the  results  were  announced,  the 
business  meeting  was  adjourned.  Counting  continued  until 
10:30  P.M. 

Article  3 

Choosing  Measurers  of  Wood,  Bark  and  Lumber,  and  Field 
Drivers. 

Article  4 

Fixing  the  salaries  and  compensation  of  elective  officers  of 
the  Town. 

Article  5 

It  was  voted  that  the  matter  of  determining  what  compensa¬ 
tion  the  Town  will  allow  for  men  and  equipment  used  in  re¬ 
pairing  highways  and  opening  roads  during  the  ensuing  year 
be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  selectmen. 

Article  6 

Setting  amounts  to  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  pay  salaries, 
expenses,  and  outlays  of  the  several  town  departments  for 
the  ensuing  year.  The  total  amount  approved  was  $136,947.92. 

Article  7 

It  was  voted  that  the  treasurer  be  authorized,  with  the 
approval  of  the  selectmen  to  borrow,  during  the  current  fis¬ 
cal  year,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  said  year  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  current  expenses  of 
the  Town,  giving  the  note  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefor, 
these  notes  to  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  said  fiscal  year. 

Article  8 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $1,100  be  raised  and  appro¬ 
priated  to  meet  the  Town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  81 
Highway  Maintenance  and  that  the  sum  of  $12,100  be  bor- 
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rowed  under  the  provisions  of  Article  7  to  meet  the  state’s 
share  of  the  cost  of  the  work. 

Article  9 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  raised  and  appropriat¬ 
ed  to  meet  the  Town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  90  High¬ 
way  Maintenance,  and  that  the  sum  of  $4,000  be  borrowed 
under  the  provisions  of  Article  7  to  meet  the  State’s  and 
County’s  share  of  the  cost  of  the  work. 

Article  10 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $3,000  be  appropriated  from 
funds  to  be  received  from  the  Commonwealth  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Chapter  822  of  the  Acts  of  1963,  if  and  when  re¬ 
ceived,  and  that  the  sum  of  $9,000  be  borrowed  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Article  7,  these  funds  to  be  used  to  meet  the 
Town’s,  State’s,  and  County’s  share  of  the  cost  of  improve¬ 
ments  to  New  Braintree  Road  under  Chapter  90  Construction. 

Article  11 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500  for  the  purposes  of  a  reserve  fund. 

Article  12 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $1,330  be  transferred  from  the 
Highway  Machinery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Machinery  Account, 
$1,155  of  this  amount  to  be  used  to  pay  a  note  due  for  the 
purchase  of  the  automatic  sander  owned  by  the  Town,  and 
the  balance  to  be  used  for  meeting  ordinary  maintenance 
charges. 

Article  13 

It  was  voted  that  the  Board  of  Assessors  be  authorized  and 
requested  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000  from  unappro¬ 
priated  funds  in  the  treasury  for  the  purpose  of  reducing 
the  tax  levy  for  the  current  year. 

Article  14 

There  being  no  trust  funds  to  accept,  it  was  voted  to  pass 
over  the  article. 

Article  15 

It  was  voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  petition  the 
Massachusetts  Electric  Company  to  install  one  street  light  on 
Pole  No.  15  on  Bechan  Road  near  the  entrance  to  Pine  Acres. 
There  were  several  opposing  votes. 

Article  16 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $4,878.08  be  raised  and  appro¬ 
priated  to  pay  charges  due  the  Town  of  North  Brookfield 
for  tuition  of  high  school  pupils. 

Article  17 

It  was  voted  that  the  Commonwealth  be  requested  to  approve 
repairs  to  Rutland  Road  under  the  provisions  of  Chapters 
81  and  90  Maintenance. 

Article  18 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $2,123.18  be  appropriated  from 
funds  to  be  received  from  the  Commonwealth  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Chapter  822  of  the  Acts  of  1963,  if  and  when  re¬ 
ceived,  for  use  to  make  further  improvements  to  Barre  Road. 
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Article  19 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $250  be  raised  and  appropriated 
for  use  to  clean  and  repair  certain  water  holes  available  for 
use  by  the  Fire  Department,  and  that  this  work  be  done 
under  the  direction  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  20 

It  was  voted  that  the  report  of  the  Bicentennial  Anniversary 
Celebration  Committee  as  it  appears  on  page  36  of  the  1963 
Town  Reports,  be  accepted  as  a  final  report;  also  that  the 
members  of  the  Committee  be  given  a  rising  vote  of  thanks 
for  their  work. 

Article  21 

It  was  voted  that  the  motion  be  tabled,  since  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  an  Oakham  Two  Hundred  and  Fiftieth  Anniversary 
Fund  is  not  authorized. 

Article  22 

It  was  voted  that  the  article  be  tabled  because  an  appropria¬ 
tion  for  a  Two  Hundred  and  Fiftieth  Anniversary  Fund  is 
not  authorized. 

Article  23 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $25  be  appropriated  from  the 
Bicentennial  Anniversary  Celebration  Fund  for  use  to  pay 
any  remaining  charges  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Bi¬ 
centennial  Anniversary  Celebration. 

Article  24 

It  was  voted  that  any  funds  remaining  in  the  Bicentennial 
Anniversary  Celebration  Fund  be  returned  to  surplus  reve¬ 
nue. 

Article  25 

An  amendment  to  the  motion  made  under  the  article,  that 
the  article  be  tabled,  having  been  defeated,  it  was  voted  that 
the  Town  purchase  a  dump  body,  complete  and  installed, 
for  the  Chevrolet  6100  truck  now  owned  by  the  Town,  and 
that  the  sum  of  $1,200  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  meet 
the  cost  thereof. 

Article  26 

The  motion  that  the  article,  which  pertained  to  the  purchase 
of  a  new  dump  truck  for  the  Highway  Department,  be  tabled 
was  amended  by  adding  “until  the  1965  annual  meeting”.  The 
motion,  as  amended  was  carried  with  one  opposing  vote. 

211  voters,  64.3%  of  the  328  registered,  cast  ballots  in  the 
election  of  town  officers.  75  voters,  22.85%  of  those  regis¬ 
tered,  attended  the  business  meeting. 

Total  amount  to  be  raised  and  appropriated  —  $146,876.00,  which 
was  $16,611.26  more  than  was  voted  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
1963. 


Special  Meeting  —  October  28,  8  P.M. 

Article  1 

The  motion  was  made  that  the  Town  purchase  the  1958  Dodge 
truck  from  the  Town  of  North  Brookfield,  and  that  the  sum 
of  $275  be  appropriated  from  Highway  Machinery  Fund  to 
meet  the  cost  thereof.  Voting  was  by  show  of  hands.  Four 
were  in  favor,  many  opposed.  The  moderator  declared  that 
the  motion  failed  to  pass. 
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Article  2 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $2,647.06  be  transferred  from 
the  Highway  Machinery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Machinery  Ac¬ 
count. 

Article  3 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $222.50  be  appropriated  from 
the  Cemetery  Sale  of  Lots  Account,  these  funds  to  be  used 
by  the  Cemetery  Committee  to  meet  the  cost  of  certain  addi¬ 
tions  to  South  Cemetery. 

Article  4 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $500  received  from  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  as  State  Aid  for  library  purposes,  be  appropriated 
from  the  treasury,  these  funds  to  be  used  to  help  meet  the 
cost  of  library  expenses  during  the  current  year. 

Except  for  the  vote  under  Article  1,  all  votes  were  unanimous. 
20  voters  attended  the  meeting. 

Special  Meeting  —  December  30,  8  P.M. 


Article  1 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $135.20  be  transferred  from  the 
Workmen’s  Compensation  Insurance  Account  to  the  Board  of 
Health  Account. 

Article  2 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $2,200  be  transferred  from  the 
Highway  Machinery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Machinery  Account, 
$1,700  of  this  amount  to  be  used  to  pay  the  note  due  on  the 
truck  purchased  for  the  Highway  Department  in  1963,  and 
the  balance  to  be  used  for  ordinary  maintenance  expenses. 

Article  3 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $1,502.27  be  appropriated 
from  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the  treasury  to  meet 
certain  charges  for  Veterans’  Services.

Finances 

In  spite  of  a  record  high  tax  rate,  $180  per  $1,000  valuation, 
the  town  was  in  a  better  financial  position  at  the  end  of  1964  than 
it  was  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  The  final  payments  on 
the  fire  station  and  fire  truck  loans  were  made  during  the  year 
and  short  term  loans  on  the  automatic  sander  and  the  truck 
purchased  for  the  highway  department  were  also  paid  off.  This 
leaves  only  an  outstanding  debt  of  $3000  on  the  School  Building 
Loan  plus  temporary  loans  m  anticipation  of  reimoursement. 

In  addition  to  this  appropriations  from  available  funds  were 
considerably  less  in  1964  than  in  1963. 

An  audit  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  town  was  made  by  the 
State  Examiners  in  March  of  this  year  and  a  balance  sheet  as 
of  the  end  of  the  audit  is  included  in  the  financial  section  of  this 
report. 

In  order  to  facilitate  printing  the  financial  breakdown  and 
summary  usually  included  in  this  section  of  the  report  will  be 
found  on  the  first  page  of  the  financial  section. 
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Streets  and  Highways 

Work  was  continued  on  New  Braintree  Road  in  a  westerly 
direction  under  Chapter  90  Construction  as  far  as  the  Day  home¬ 
stead.  Excavation,  embankment,  drainage  and  the  gravel  base 
course  have  been  substantially  completed  on  this  section  of  road. 

Chapter  822  funds  were  used  to  meet  the  town’s  share  of  the 
cost  of  Chapter  90  Construction  and  to  complete  the  reconstruc¬ 
tion  of  Barre  Road  as  far  as  the  junction  with  Adams  Road. 

Chapter  81  funds  were  used  for  ordinary  maintenance  and 
for  Snow  Removal  and  Sanding  while  Chapter  90  Maintenance 
Funds  were  used  for  resurfacing  and  for  improvements  to  the 
drainage  on  a  section  of  Rutland  Road. 


General 

After  a  delay  of  over  a  year  progress  was  resumed  on  the 
planning  and  construction  of  the  Quabbin  Regional  School,  of 
which  Oakham  is  a  member,  when  Hardwick,  after  five  special 
town  meetings,  approved  the  vote  of  the  regional  district  school 
committee  to  incur  debt  for  site  purchase  and  planning  costs. 
The  other  three  member  towns,  Barre,  Hubbardston  and  Oakham 
had  all  voted  approval  by  overwhelming  margins. 

Other  events  of  interest  during  the  year  included  the  deci¬ 
sion  by  the  voters  to  authorize  the  issuing  of  licenses  for  the  sale 
of  alcoholic  beverages  in  “packages”,  the  start  of  a  program  of 
cleaning  and  enlarging  water  holes,  (1964  was  the  driest  year 
in  recent  history),  the  start  of  work  on  an  addition  to  South  Ce¬ 
metery.

Public  Assistance  charges  continued  to  rise  as  expected.  How¬ 
ever,  substantial  increases  in  the  amounts  of  State  and  Federal 
reimbursements  reduced  the  net  cost  to  the  town  from  $5,885.52 
in  1963  to  $1,363.79  in  1964,  a  difference  of  $4,521.73. 


Although  the  net  cost  to  the  town  was  reduced,  balances  in 
the  Federal  accounts  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Medical  Aid 
for  the  Aged  were  still  further  depleted.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  all  reimbursements  and  receipts  except  those  from  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  go  directly  into  the  town  treasury  and  are  not 
available  to  meet  current  charges.  Accordingly,  if  the  town  appro¬ 
priation  is  not  sufficient  to  cover  the  difference  between  the  total 
annual  charges  and  the  total  Federal  receipts,  the  Federal  Ac¬ 
count  balances  are  reduced. 


The  administration  of  the  town’s  Public  Assistance  program 
continued  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Quaboag  Welfare  District 
which  includes,  in  addition  to  Oakham,  the  towns  of  Hardwick, 
East  Brookfield  and  North  Brookfield,  and  although  the  District 
office  lost  its  social  worker  and  senior  and  junior  clerks  through 
retirements  and  resignations  the  organization  was  able  to  carry 
on  its  duties  with  the  usual  efficiency  and  consideration. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  Yvonne  Barr, 
Social  Worker;  Marjorie  Flandreau,  Senior  Clerk,  and  Alice  Le- 
Doux,  Junior  Clerk  for  the  excellent  work  they  have  done  during 
the  past  years,  and  to  George  Deotte  and  the  present  members  of 
the  staff  for  continuing  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  with  no  loss  in  excellence  during  this  more  or  less  unsettled 
period. 


PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE 
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REPORT  OF  THE  QUABOAG  WELFARE  DISTRICT 

These  are  some  of  the  changes  that  took  place  during  the 
year  1964, 

Chapter  549  of  the  Acts  of  1964  amends  Section  I  of  Chapter 
118A  of  the  General  Laws  by  increasing  the  item  of  Leisure  Time 
Activities  from  $5.00  to  $6.00  per  month.  This  change  became 
effective  in  the  grants  to  Old  Age  Assistance  recipients  for  the 
month  of  September,  1964. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education,  and  Welfare,  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent 
Children  families  are  not  eligible  for  assistance  if  the  unemployed 
parent  refuses  without  good  cause  to  undergo  training  offered 
through  the  Division  of  Employment  Security. 

Chapter  545  of  the  Acts  of  1964  amended  Chapter  122  of  the 
General  Laws  by  abolishing  legal  settlement  as  the  basis  for  de¬ 
termining  public  welfare  responsibility  for  the  cost  of  hospitaliza¬ 
tion.  The  so-called  “Sick  State  Poor  Law”  with  its  requirements 
for  notice,  billing,  and  payment  has  been  eliminated  by  these 
amendments.  Consequently,  persons  in  need  of  financial  assist¬ 
ance  for  care  in  any  hospital,  including  Tewksbury  Hospital,  shall 
be  aided  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  particular  cate¬ 
gory  of  assistance  for  which  they  are  eligible.  The  only  exception 
to  this  procedure  is  that  any  person  who  was  a  patient  in  Tewks¬ 
bury  Hospital  at  any  time  prior  to  January  1,  1964  and  was  with¬ 
out  a  settlement  at  the  date  of  last  admission  shall  not  be  a 
charge  to  any  city  or  town  for  care  rendered  on  or  after  Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1964.  This  became  effective  January  1,  1964. 

Chapter  118A  of  the  General  Laws  by  requiring  that  the  right 
of  choice  of  pharmacy  be  extended  to  recipients  of  Old  Age 
Assistance  in  nursing  homes  and  rest  homes.  Nursing  and  rest 
homes  are  required  to  obtain  the  name  of  the  pharmacy  of  such 
person’s  choice,  maintain  a  record  of  such  choice,  and  shall  obtain 
all  medicines  and  drugs  prescribed  for  such  individuals  from 
such  pharmacy,  provided  that  such  pharmacy  is  in  the  same  town 
as  the  nursing  or  rest  home  and  maintains  a  delivery  service. 

This  is  important  where  Chapter  595  of  the  Acts  of  1964, 
amended  Section  2A  of  Chapter  118A  of  the  General  Laws  by  in¬ 
creasing  the  married  child’s  exemption  from  $4750.00  to  $6000.00 
and  increasing  the  exemption  for  each  of  his  or  her  dependents 
from  $600.00  to  $1200.00.  This  became  effective  Sept.  21,  1964.

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1964 

Last  July  the  Massachusetts  legislature  passed  a  special  bill 
giving  the  president  of  the  Association  the  authority  to  sign  deeds 
for  all  the  member  towns.  This  was  a  point  that  the  Title  Exam¬ 
iner  made  much  of  and  held  up  the  whole  matter  because  of  it. 
We  are  now  awaiting  the  processing  of  the  deeds  through  the 
court  house  and  while  our  buyers  are  naturally  anxious  to  as¬ 
sume  ownership  it  is  apparent  that  we  are  not  going  to  accelerate 
the  speed  of  the  legal  end  of  this  matter. 

Recently  the  Charlton  Board  of  Assessors  wrote  to  me  advis¬ 
ing  that  they  have  been  given  authority  to  tax  those  now  in  pos¬ 
session.  The  Association  was  a  tax  free  proposition  so  this  new 
development  may  have  its  impact.  My  report  is  not  particularly 
startling  but  we  are  doing  everything  that  we  possibly  can.

Also  four  cases  of  dog  bites  were  reported. 

As  may  be  noted  the  number  of  cases  reported  is  consider¬ 
ably  more  than  in  1963.  This  is  due  partly  to  the  fact  that  the 
townspeople  have  been  more  conscientious  about  reporting  conta¬ 
gious  diseases  and  is  not  an  indication  that  we  are  less  healthy 
than  in  past  years. 

The  Board  continued  its  regular  duties  during  the  year. 
Samples  of  water  from  the  Lake  Dean  bathing  area  were  collected 
every  other  week  and  brought  to  the  Central  Health  District  Of¬ 
fice  at  Rutland  to  be  tested,  licenses  were  issued,  complaints  in¬ 
vestigated  etc. 

All  samples  take  from  the  Lake  Dean  bathing  area  indicated 
that  the  water  was  suitable  for  bathing  purposes. 

Considerable  work  was  done  at  the  town  dump  during  the 
year.  The  dump  area  was  bulldozed  periodically,  dead  trees  were 
removed,  the  area  available  for  dumping  was  restricted  and  a 
large  amount  of  the  fill  was  placed.  Also  the  program  of  rodent 
control  was  continued  and  resident  and  non-resident  stickers  were 
issued  for  use  of  the  dump. 

The  sale  of  stickers  netted  the  town  the  sum  of  $65.50  which 
can  be  used  to  make  further  improvements  to  the  dump  site.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  ADMINISTRATION 


The  School  Administration  is  privileged  to  present  the  annual 
school  report. 

It  is  said  that  “what  is  past  is  prologue”.  It  is  nice  to  feel, 
however,  that  the  prologue  has  been  worthwhile  and  sounded  an 
encouraging  note  for  the  future. 

As  we  look  at  our  “prologue  1964”  we  can  point  to  positive 
action  on  many  fronts,  however,  we  are  also  reminded  of  the 
problems  confronting  us  and  the  thought  and  effort  that  must  be 
given  to  plotting  the  future. 

Continued  progress  in  the  teaching  of  the  basic  tools  of  learn¬ 
ing  (the  3  r’s),  understanding  of  and  devotion  to  principles  of 
American  Democracy,  the  development  of  social  competence  and 
the  development  of  sound  physical  and  emotional  health,  dictates 
a  constant  effort  on  the  part  of  the  School  Committee,  Adminis¬ 
tration  and  Instructional  staff. 

Contrary  to  articles  in  many  leading  magazines,  suggesting 
that  the  schools  have  abandoned  the  teaching  of  reading  through 
the  use  of  phonics,  the  reading  program  in  the  Oakham  Center 
School  places  the  use  of  phonics  as  the  prime  basis  for  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  reading. 

The  new  methods  of  teaching  arithmetic,  introduced  last 
year,  indicate  that  it  will  be  a  very  successful  program.  However, 
it  is  too  early  to  give  conclusive  proof. 

A  shrinking  world  demands  a  more  thorough  understanding 
of  peoples  and  languages.  The  audio-lingual  ability  of  our  young 
French  students  continues  to  grow.  The  Oakham  students  are  for¬ 
tunate  to  have  this  enrichment  program. 

The  Art  program,  under  the  capable  direction  of  Mrs.  Ruth 
Wentworth,  continues  to  be  a  valuable  asset  to  the  total  educa¬ 
tional  program.  Art  in  the  Oakham  school  is  not  an  adult  art,  but 
rather  a  measure  of  creative  growth,  resulting  in  a  means  of  self 
expression  and  satisfaction.  The  creative  art  program  gives  each 
child  an  opportunity  to  express  himself  on  a  guided  subject  in 
one  particular  medium  at  a  time.  Examples  of  the  different 
mediums  are.  Color,  Design,  Lettering,  Perspective  and  Repre¬ 
sentation. 

The  vocal  and  instrumental  music  programs  continue  to  pro¬ 
vide  basic  enrichment  and  cultural  experiences  so  necessary  cto 
our  daily  life.  Mrs.  O’Hara  and  Mr.  Bowden  can  be  proud  of  the 
fine  program  that  they  provide  our  youth.  ' 
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Continued  pressure  on  the  available  teaching  time  makes  it 
very  necessary  to  utilize  time  in  the  most  effective  way.  Members 
of  the  teaching  staff  participated  in  the  in-service  training  pro¬ 
gram  on  the  use  of  audio-visual  aids  in  the  elementary  school 
classroom.  More  effective  use  of  teacher  time  has  and  will  re¬ 
sult  from  the  program. 

Awareness  of  change  in  education  is  very  necessary  and 
through  workshops,  in-service  training  courses,  conferences  and 
teacher  visiting  days,  our  staff  is  constantly  being  made  aware  of 
new  ideas  and  trends  in  education. 

The  renovation  of  the  downstairs  area,  including  new  lights, 
tiling  the  floor  and  a  new  partition  has  provided  satisfactory 
housing  for  our  first  and  second  grades. 

The  need  to  expand  the  Junior  High  educational  program 
continues  to  face  us.  However,  it  appears  that  the  progress  of 
the  Quabbin  Regional  Committee  provides  hope  for  the  near  fu¬ 
ture. 

The  Oakham  School  Committee  is  to  be  commended  for  their 
devotion  to  sound  educational  goals  for  the  youth  of  Oakham. 

During  the  year  1965,  the  atmosphere  for  the  Oakham  School 
will  be  one  of  thoughtful  planning  and  action  for  change.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

The  following  is  the  1964  Annual  Report  of  School  Health 
Services  as  reported  by  the  school  nurse  of  Oakham  Center 
School. 

Routine  physical  examinations  for  children  in  grades  one, 
four,  and  seven  were  given  by  Dr.  Channing  H.  Washburn,  School 
Physician,  assisted  by  the  school  nurse.  Written  notices  were 
sent  to  all  parents  whose  children  were  found  to  have  any  physi¬ 
cal  defects. 

Vision,  hearing,  weighing,  and  measuring  examinations  were 
given  to  all  pupils  by  the  school  nurse.  Re-checks  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  notices  have  been  sent  home  to  the  parents  of  chil¬ 
dren  who  failed  the  test. 

Three  Diphtheria  and  Tentanus  Immunization  Clinics  were 
held  for  pupils  in  grades  one,  four,  and  seven.  There  were  24  pu¬ 
pils  who  received  immunization. 

One  Pre-School  registration  day  was  conducted. 

Other  routine  services  which  were  provided  during  the  year 
were  home  visits,  personal  interviews,  inspections,  first-aid,  exclu¬ 
sion  of  sick  children,  conferences,  planning  with  and  assisting  the 
school  physician  in  clinics,  ordering  all  health  supplies,  and  noti¬ 
fying  parents  of  physical  defects. 

Reports  required  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Health 
in  areas  of  vision,  hearing,  physical  examinations,  and  physically 
handicapped  children  were  compiled  and  submitted  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools.

DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS 


The  slate  roof  of  the  library  building  was  in  need  of  repairs. 
Most  ot  the  missing  slate  was  repiacea,  broken  and  loose  slate 
fixed  and  moulding  that  had  rotted  near  the  front  entrance  on 
right  side  was  replaced.  Valleys  at  the  eaves  of  both  sides  of  the 
front  entrance  were  widened  and  lined  with  copper.  This  work 
was  not  completed  at  the  end  of  this  year,  due  to  the  ice  storm. 
However,  the  work  will  continue  weather  permitting.  Plans  are 
being  considered  to  insulate  the  ceilings  in  order  to  conserve 
fuel  and  insure  further  comfort. 

The  library  qualified  for  State  Aid  of  $500.  This  was  used 
to  defray  the  operating  expenses  of  the  library. 

The  Regional  Library  System  adopted  a  new  policy  to  aid 
people  who  borrow  books.  Regional  cards  are  given  to  residents 
ninth-grade  age  and  over  by  the  librarian.  When  this  card  is 
shown  to  any  librarian  in  the  Central  Mass.  Regional  District,  that 
person  may  borrow  books  according  to  the  rules  of  the  library 
from  which  he  borrows.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Fobes  Memorial  Library: 

This  past  year  was  a  busy  progressive  year  for  the  library. 
In  February,  I  attended  a  library  meeting  at  the  Gale  Free  Li¬ 
brary,  Holden,  with  librarians  from  Princeton,  Rutland,  Paxton, 
Sterling  and  Holden.  Mrs.  Wadleigh,  librarian  of  the  Wachusett 
Regional  High  School  was  the  speaker.  The  High  School  reaaing 
lists  were  the  main  topic  of  discussion. 

In  April  at  the  YWCA,  I  took  part  in  a  five-week  book  work¬ 
shop  held  by  Miss  Faith  Hoekton  of  Boston. 

The  new  Worcester  Library  held  open  house  for  Librarians, 
Trustees  and  guests  and  the  trustees  and  myself  attended  this  in- 
pection  of  a  beautiful  modern  library. 

During  the  past  year,  I  visited  neighboring  libraries  and  got 
many  good  ideas  of  how  to  give  better  service  in  our  library.  New 
rules  pertaining  to  overdue  books  was  the  prime  factor,  and  these 
should  be  followed  in  a  good  community  library. 

During  the  year,  popular  books  which  were  in  poor  condition 
were  replaced  and  obsolete  books  were  removed  from  the  shelves. 
New  books  were  added  to  the  High  School  reading  lists. 

About  70  books  were  loaned  for  a  three-month  period  to  our 
library  from  the  Worcester  Regional  Library.  Nearly  90  books 
were  borrowed  from  the  inter-loan  department  of  the  Regional  Li¬ 
brary  in  Fitchburg  and  Worcester.  This  was  double  the  number 
borrowed  last  year. 

The  Parent  Teachers  Association  gave  many  useful  reference 
books  to  the  library  and  other  books  were  received  from  many 
friends  of  the  library. 

The  total  circulation  of  books  was  4,619  issued  and  526  were 
renewed.  Magazine  circulation  was  591,  in  addition  to  those  read 
in  the  reading  room.  The  library  subscribes  to  28  periodicals. 
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There  were  98  adult  books  purchased  and  102  books  were 
received  as  gifts;  65  children’s  books  were  purchased  and  50  were 
received  as  gifts.  About  98%  of  children’s  books  issued  were  non¬ 
fiction. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  Mr.  Szczuka, 
custodian.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
QUABBIN  REGIONAL  DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
(Barre,  Hardwick,  Hubbardston,  Oakham) 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Quabbin  Regional  District  School 
Committee  were  held  on  the  first  and  third  Mondays  of  each 
month  throughout  most  of  the  year. 

In  March,  Mr.  Weikko  Holopainen  was  elected  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  by  a  vote  of  the  members,  to  replace  Dr.  Charles 
Hinckley,  whose  term  had  expired.  Mrs.  Mary  Parsons  was  elect¬ 
ed  Vice-Chairman.  In  August  Committee  members  accepted  with 
regret  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Holopainen  as  Chairman,  and  elect¬ 
ed  Mr.  John  Ritter  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

In  late  1963,  the  vote  of  the  Quabbin  Regional  District  School 
Committee  to  incur  debt  was  twice  rejected  by  the  town  of  Hard¬ 
wick  and  accepted  by  the  towns  of  Barre,  Hubbardston  and 
Oakham.  In  view  of  this  an  Article  was  inserted  in  Hardwick’s 
Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  in  March,  1964,  requesting  a  Spe¬ 
cial  School  Study  Committee  to  evaluate  the  present  Hardwick 
school  system  and  consider  the  needs  of  the  future.  The  Article 
was  carried  and  the  town  moderator  appointed  a  six  man  commit¬ 
tee  to  submit  their  findings  within  ninety  days.  Four  alternatives 
were  presented  to  the  people  of  Hardwick  at  an  information  meet¬ 
ing.  The  findings  showed  that  the  Regional  plan  would  prove  to 
be  the  least  costly  to  that  town. 

On  September  21,  after  Hardwick  residents  had  been  given 
time  to  study  and  consider  the  report  of  the  Special  School  Study 
Committee,  the  Quabbin  Committee  again  voted  to  incur  debt  of 
$112,900  for  acquiring  a  site  and  for  the  preparation  of  architec¬ 
tural  and  engineering  plans  for  the  construction  of  a  junior-senior 
high  school  On  October  17  Barre  and  Hardwick  called  Special 
Town  Meetings;  Barre  approved  the  debt,  Hardwick  did  not.  Hub¬ 
bardston  and  Oakham  approved  the  debt  by  default  when  they  did 
not  call  a  town  meeting,  because  of  the  overwhelming  approval 
with  which  the  residents  had  accepted  the  previous  vote  in  Sep¬ 
tember  of  1963.  At  the  October  16,  1964,  Special  Town  Meeting 
in  Hardwick  voters  also  requested  withdrawal  of  their  town  from 
the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District. 
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A  new  three-town  regional  school  was  discussed  by  Commit-^ 
tee  members  at  this  time,  and  with  an  estimated  enrollment  of 
650  students  from  the  three  remaining  towns,  it  was  felt  that  the 
smaller  school  could  be  a  good  one.  Committee  members  felt  that 
too  much  work  had  been  done  to  discontinue  their  efforts  at  this 
time.  Plans  were  made  to  revise  the  Agreement  eliminating  ref¬ 
erence  to  Hardwick  and  revising  the  percentage  of  the  three  re¬ 
maining  towns. 

Several  Hardwick  residents  attended  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Committee  to  show  cause  why  the  Quahbin  Committee  should 
again  vote  to  incur  debt.  So,  on  October  26,  for  tne  fourth  time,, 
the  Quabbin  Regional  District  School  Committee  voted  to  incur 
debt  for  $112,900,  and  asked  the  Town  of  Hardwick  to  rescind 
the  previous  action  to  withdraw  from  the  District. 

This  time  Hardwick  was  the  only  town  to  call  a  Special  Meet¬ 
ing.  On  November  21  the  Town  of  Hardwick  voted  to  rescind  the 
previous  action  for  Withdrawal  from  the  District  and  approved 
the  incurrence  of  the  $112,900  debt. 

A  petition  was  then  presented  to  Selectmen  in  Hardwick  re¬ 
questing  another  Special  Town  Meeting  to  again  attempt  to  with¬ 
draw  from  the  Quabbin  District.  This  meeting  was  called  for 
December  19  and  Hardwick  voters  rejected  the  withdrawal  action. 

In  March,  1964,  the  members  of  the  Committee  accepted  an 
invitation  to  meet  with  the  Superintendent  and  Principal  of  the 
Oakmont  Regional  High  School  in  Ashburnham.  In  April  a  public 
visit  was  arranged  for  a  Sunday  afternoon,  to  have  the  residents 
of  the  four  towns  comprising  the  Quabbin  District  tour  the  Ta- 
hanto  Regional  School.  It  was  felt  that  this  would  be  of  public 
interest  as  the  school  was  designed  by  the  firm  of  Korslund,  Le- 
Normand  and  Quann,  Inc.,  Architects  of  Norwood,  Mass.,  which  is 
the  firm  selected  by  this  committee  to  design  the  Quabbin  School. 
Many  people  from  the  four  towns  attended.  Mr.  Harry  Korslund 
and  Committee  members  were  on  hand  with  officials  of  the  Ta- 
hanto  Building  Committee  to  answer  questions  from  the  visitors. 

In  November,  in  view  of  school  enrollment  surveys  which 
suggest  a  substantial  increase  in  enrollment,  and  with  a  total  of 
more  than  900  students  in  Grades  1  through  6  in  the  four  towns 
at  that  time,  the  Committee  voted  to  reconsider  plans  for  an  en¬ 
rollment  of  850  students,  and  increased  the  size  of  the  building 
to  accommodate  1000  pupils. 

In  December,  Chairman  Ritter  was  authorized  by  a  vote  of 
the  Committee  to  sign  an  Agreement  with  Mr.  George  Smith  for 
the  purchase  of  the  property  on  South  street  in  Barre,  which  was 
previously  selected  as  the  site  for  the  school,  for  the  price  of 
$21,500.  On  December  19,  the  Chairman  signed  a  Buyer  and  Sell¬ 
er’s  Agreement  with  Mr.  Smith. 

The  firm  of  Gordon  Ainsworth  Associates,  Inc.,  of  South  Deer¬ 
field,  Mass.,  was  selected  to  complete  a  Topographical  Survey  and 
Metes  and  Bounds  Survey  on  the  property. 

An  Agreement  was  signed  with  the  Architectural  firm  of 
Korslund,  LeNormand  and  Quann,  Inc.,  of  Norwood,  Mass.,  and 
work  had  already  begun  on  the  preliminary  drawings  at  the  close 
of  the  year. 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  Emergency  Finance  Board 
for  their  approval  of  the  debt  voted  by  this  Committee  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  vote  of  the  towns.  Application  was  also  made  to  the 
School  Building  Assistance  Commission  to  review  the  Educational 
Specifications  and  Space  Requirements.  Appointments  for  both 
were  granted  early  in  January,  1965. 
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It  has  been  a  difficult  year,  but  will  prove  worthwhile  when 
we  are  able  to  give  the  children  of  the.  four  towns  comprising  the 
Quabbin  Regional  School  District  an  educational  opportunity  to 
enable  them  to  favorably  compete  with  students  from  all  other 
sections  of  the  Commonwealth.

The  business  meeting  will  open  at  8  P.M.,  then  and  there  to 
act  on  the  following  articles:
